When he finally shut it down at the end 
of 1971 hissubscribers numbered many 
of the leading figures in Washington. 
Stone’s philosophy was to pay attention 
to the facts and figures of official doc- 
uments, not to speeches. By comparing

Assassination 
is target for 


Executive Actions high-powered plot 


The passion to question the Warren 
Commission's findings on President 
Kennedy's assassination lingers on. Ex- 
ecutive Action, a provocative film, re- 
leased by National General Pictures, is 
a speculative documentary that drama- 
tizes one of many conspiracy theories 
about the death of John F. Kennedy. 

Burt Lancaster stars as a maverick 
intelligence mastermind hired by three 
right-wing millionaires (Robert Ryan, 
Will Geer and John Anderson) united 
in their distrust of the Kennedy cult. 
Lancaster uses his expertise and their 
wealth to design a diabolic plot: Three 
Bay of Pigs veterans trained as sharp- 
shooters will assassinate Kennedy while 
FBI informant Lee Harvey Oswald will 
be incriminated by evidence planted by 
an Oswald look-alike. 

The film counterpoints newsreel 
footage of Kennedy before the assassi- 
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nation—playing with his children or 
speaking at the United Nations—with 
shots of the conspirators in action. One 
eerie scene shows the marksmen at a 
deserted rifle range shooting at dum- 
mies in an open limousine. Perhaps 
most terrifying is seeing Kennedy's 
face in the cross hairs of a rifle scope. 
Released to coincide with the tenth 
anniversary of that dark day in Novem- 
ber, Executive Action inspired heated 
controversy and five major metropol- 
itan television stations banned adver- 
tisements for the picture, fearing they 
might trigger another assassination. 
The production of the film was shroud- 
ed in secrecy, with the producers fear- 
ful it would “never see the light of day.” 
The film skillfully splices documentary 
footage with convincing invention, 
leaving the viewer to determine where 
history ends and fantasy begins. GP

Montreal's players are no longer 
missing, New York still has a “heck of 
a team,” and when the tradition-rich 
Canadiens meet the upstart Islanders 
Noy. 27 at the Nassau Coliseum the 
game should be full of action. 

A high-powered offense has long 
been a Montreal trademark and this 
year's triggermen will be led by Center 
Pete Mahovlich and Wingers Guy La- 
fleur and Yvan (Roadrunner) Cournoy- 
er. Mahovlich used to be faulted for not 
passing enough, a shortcoming that 
prompted a teammate to refer to his 
line as the Donut Line “because it has 
no center.”
